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DESIGNATION OF A NEOTYPE FOR 
Callibaetis willineri Navas 


(BAETIDAE: EPHEMEROPTERA) 


-Ina recent revision of the Argentine species of Callibaetis (Gillies; 1990. 
Revta Soc. ent argent., 48 (1-4): 15-39) I presented evidence for establishing 
19 new synonymies, all except 2 of them being species described by L. Navas. 
One of the two exceptions was Callibaetis alegre Traver, 1944, which I showed 
should be regarded as a synonym of the seldom recorded species C. willineri 
Navas, 1932. The type of C. willineri wasa0 imago held in the collection of 
the Instituto de Investigaciones Entomoldgicas Salta in Rosario de Lerma. Through 
the kindness of the Director, Sr. Manfredo Fritz, I was able to examine this speci- 
men and establish the correct name for the taxon. Unfortunately, in the course 
of returning this and other specimens by post, the parcel went N and the 
type it contained were lost. 

It is particularly important that there should be an decessi type of 
C. willineri since Traver gave an unusually full description of C. alegre while, 
as so often in species described by L. Navás, the taxon was unrecognisable 
on the basisof his written account alone. No other specimens determined by 
Navas are know to exist. In these circumstances, it is considered that the ex- 
ceptional step of establishing a neotype is justified. 

Accordingly, I hereby designate as neotype a specimen collected by my- 
self with the following provenance: URUGUAY, Provincia de Maldonado, from 
a pond near Punta del Este, 13.X1I.83, O imago (in spirit) whit associated nym- 
phal skin (mounted in balsam). The type has been deposited in the collection of 
the Instituto de Investigaciones Entomológicas Salta. 

It should be recorded that, in the incident referred to above, the types 
of the following species, synonymised by Gillies (loc. cit.), were also lost: C. amoenus 
Navás, C. rimatus Navás and C. venulosus Navás. 
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
